or head of a family is obliged to report if the gross income 
is twenty-five hundred or over. Personal exemptions include 
one thousand dollars for a single person; twenty-five hundred 
for ome marred and living with husband or wife, or for the 
head of a family. And in addition, an exemption of four~hun- 
dred dollars is allowed for every child under eighteen years 
of age, and Sor each dependent who is incapable of earning 
a living for himself or herself. 

After the exemptions have been subtracted from the gross 
earnings the remaining taxable income is subject to a two per 
cent tax up to four thousand dollars and from that, amount up. 
to ten thousand it is subject to a six per cent levy. When 
the total tax is ascertained it should be reduced by twenty- 
five per cent if the amount of taxable income is less than five 
thousand or is entirely in the class of earned income. 

Although March fifteenth is the last day for filing the in- 
come tax returns, it is a good plan to send them in as soon as 
possible and especially so if there is any question concerning 
any part of the return which is’ not fully understood, It is 
never policy to put anything off’ until the last day and espe- 
cially anything as important as these reports.

The following article on the 
subject is by a writer in the 
Chicago Highway Magazine, 
and says: 

“Since the new pay lay 
went into effect, some 860 men 
have gone through the three 
camps, now in operation, and 
have made net earnings of ap- 
proximately $34,000. Of this 
sum $5,000 has been allotted 
to dependents. 


‘“‘This,has been done without 


any extra cost to the State 
Highway Commission, as the 
cost of operating the camps is 
no greater now than prior to 
the passage of the pay-law, the 
money earned by-the men rep- 
resenting economies effected in 
camp operation and manage- 
ment under the new plan. 
“The law provides that the 
commission may pay the men a 
maximum of $2.50 per day. 
Studies showed that it was 
costing the commission $2.10 
a day to keep the men at 
work under the former law. 
and this figure was set as the 
wage to be paid. 


$2.10 the law direets the com- 
mission to charge the cost of 
transportation, meals, clothing, 
medical and dental care, camp 
management, guarding,  pay- 
ment of rewards, and the cost 
of small tools. When this has 
been deducted, the prisoner is 
permitted to retain a maximum 
of seventy-five cents per day, 
provided he can save that 
mueh.
